It has been gene- 
rally eſteemed to be | either the mere 
Effect of Relaxation; or elſe of an Ero- 
ſion of the Mouths of the excretory 
Ducts of the ſeminal Veſicles, proſtate or 


3 Cowper's mucous Glands : And the Mat- 


ter evacuated has been conflantly ſup - 
poſed to be nothing but the ſeminal, or 
mucous Humours e/faping through the 
relaxed, or eroded Veſſels 
But, conſidering the general Appli- 
cation of the Term Gleet, it is plain, 
that another Diſorder is very fre- 
quently intended by it : For as it 1s 
uſual to apply it to every Running that 
remains after a Clap, it muſt compre- 
hend the Diſtharge from remaining 
Ulcers, as well as that proceeding from 
4 Relaxation, or Eroſion of the Veſſels 
above-mentioned: And as theſe Cauſes 
are by no Means ſimilar, the Methods of 
Cure muſt needs be different. 
It cannot therefore be an uſeleſs Un- 
dertaking to endeavour to mark the Di- 
ſtinction between theſe Cauſes; ſince the 
Choice of a proper Method of Cure in 4 
great Meaſure depends on it. That this 
Ii what has not been done hitherto, ap- 


pears, 
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pears, T think, pretty plainly from hence = 
viz. that whilſt ſome are for conſlani{y 
aſcribing the Diſorder to Relaxation; 
others as ſirenuouſly contend for its being. 
the Effect of Ulcers: And both Parties 
being ſolely intent on one Cauſe, ſeem

T b well known — practitioners 
1 Pbyſic and Surgery, that how ſkilfully 
ſoever a virulent. Conornbag may | have 
been treated, nevertheleſs there qu vently rer 
mains a very -obſtinate Running for à long 
Time, even after the Virulency has been cured 
by Mercury; a Circumſtance that not only 
creates the Practitioner an infinite deal of 
Trouble, but What is ſill worle, ſeldom fails 
to excite in the Patient a Suſpicion, that he has 
been ill treated, which is too often encouraged 
even by Men, whoſe Characters. ſhould {er 
them above ſuch mean Artifices. This Run- 
ning is what is commonly called a venereal 
Gleet; which Term being generally applied to 
all thoſe 5 reply from the Urethra in Men, 
and the Vagina in Women, which, ſucceed. ; a 
virulent Conarrhaa, comprehends under it i- 
Diſeaſes, or at leaſt #wo Species of Diſeaſe, / 
to their Cauſes widely different from eac 
other; the one proceeding from a Relaxation

N The former of theſe is, indeed, the Cauſe to 
3 which this Diſorder is moſt commonly aſcribed, 


| inſomuch that a Gleet and Relaxation are al- 
h moſt become ſynonimous Terms. But, tho 
fl this is- often undoubtedly the Spring, from 


f _ whence the venereal Gleet, as well as the Go- 
i norrhea vera, ariſes; yet, that it is not always 
ſo, is ſufficiently evident from many Appear- 
ances to be met with in this Diſorder, which 
Relaxation will by no Means account for. For 
theſe therefore we muſt have Recourſe to ſome 
ether Cauſe: And as a Clap is often known 
to occaſion Ulcers in theſe Parts; and as the 
Poſſibility of their _— after the Virulenty 
is carried off is not only acknowledged by (4) 
Aftruc, and other Writers, but can hardly be 
denied by any one; ſo/it muſt be allowed, they 
cannot exiſt without furniſhing a Diſcharge of 
ſome fort or other, which will be greater or 
leſs according to the Number and Size of them. 
And this Diſcharge is perhaps the Gleet moſt 
commonly met with : But whether this be fo, 
* or not, does not ſeem much to the Purpoſe: 
* It will be ſufficient if Ulcers are ſometimes ad- 
ih mitted as the Cauſe of this Diſorder, and if they 
il are able to account for thoſe Appearances, 
| which Relaxation can not: For as it will fol- 


low from hence, that they muſt ſometimes be 
regarded in the Cure; ſo they will ſave us the 
'| Trouble of ſeeking after any other Cauſe.

quences of ſtopping a virulent Running are 
very bad, we cannot have too many concur» 
ring Signs of the Infection being carried off; 
and it is much better to have, waited a littls 
longer than we need to have done, than by 
treating it as a Gleet too ſoon, not only bring 
on preſent bad Symptoms, but intail perhaps 
a Train of Diſeaſes on a Family for ever. 
The next Diſorder, that the venereal Gleet is 
to be diſtinguiſhed from is the Genorrbea vera

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Let us therefore in the laft Place ſee ho v

And frft with regard to the Parts * 
Theſe are principally the ſeminal Veſicles, the 
proſtate, — cowper's Glands in Men; and the

Women.—As to the lacunar Glands in Men, 
they do not ſeem - much. concerned in Gleets 
proceeding from this Cauſe, whatever they may

Denomination. | This Running is ſometimes 
conſtant, at others only at Intervals, namely, 


when the Patient is ſtimulated by venereal

to Stoal. And here the Matter evacuated 
being always ſeminal, that is either pure Seed; 
or elſe the Ziguor of the proſtate or cowper”s 
Glands, * neceſſarily partake of the Ap- 
—— of one or other, or both of theſe. 
hus if it be the former, the Running will be 
thick, - white, and tenacious, and the Stain it 
leaves on the Linen, as well as its Appearance 
at the End of the Penis, will reſemble that of 
the White of an Egg. —If it be the latter, it will 
be thin, limpid, and ſerous, and the Stain it 
leaves will rather reſemble that of Milt. But

When we are ſufficiently ſatisfied of the As ſence 
of Virulency, by which this Diſorder is diſtin- 
guiſhed from 4 Clap, and have further diſtin- 
guiſhed its Cauſe to be Relaxation; we are next 
to conſider the Method of Cure proper for it.--- 


Here then the Indication in general is to brace 


and ſtrengthen, the relaxed and weakened Veſſels, 
and occaſionally to ſoften and correct the Acri- 
mony of the ſeminal Humours. Theſe Inten- 


tions are anſwered — by Regimen, and part- 


ly by Medicines. © With regard to Regimen, it 
will be proper firſt to conſider what Things are 
hurtful, and to be avoided; next, what are be- 
neficial, and aſſiftant towards the Cure, 

In general then all ſuch Things are 10 be 
avoided as in any manner conſpire with the 
Cauſe, -'and are capable of aggravating the 
Diſeaſe; whether immediately, or conſequen- 
tially- And therefore Coition, Lifting, Vault- 
ing, and in general all ſtraining Exerciſes are 
in the firſt Place to be avoided ; becauſe theſe 
tend more immediately to increaſe the Relaxa- 


tion of the affected Parts. Nor is it at all dif+ 


ficult to conceive how Coition may do ſo; and 
with regard to the reſt, they are ſo univerſally 
known to have this Effect, that the common 
People apply 4 Strain to almoſt all Runnings 
from theſe: Parts, whether in Men or Wo- 
men. Andther kind of Exerciſe, that may 


be prejudicial, and ought to be avoided in this 
Cafe,” is Riding, which according to (a) Hip-

Moreover, the debilitating Paſſions of the 
Mind, ſuch as Grief, Fear, Fc. are to be 
avoided. Indeed all violent Paſſions of the 
Mind, either immediately, or confequentially, 
are debilitating : Thus Auger, though one of 
the tenſe Paſſions, and though it adds ſurpriz- 


ingly to the natural Strength, whilſt it exerts 


itielf; yet as ſoon as it is over, it leaves behind 
it all the Marks of Weakneſs and Relaxation. 
This is what almoſt every one muſt have ob- 
ſerved at one Time or other, and ſeems owing 
to the Neryes having ſuffered too great an Ex- 
tenſion, during the Violeace of the Paſſion, by 
which they muſt neceffarily be weakened after- 
wards.———All theſe things are hurtful on ac-

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Having ſeen what is hurtful, let us next 
Tee what may be benefcial, and afitant to- 
wards the Cure. In general then the Diet 
proper for this Diſeaſe ſhould conſiſt of ſuch 
Things, as are glutinous, and aſtringent, and 


occaſionally of as obtund Acrimony. Of 


the former Kind, are the Jellies of Hart's-born, 
Calves-feet, Jfinglaſs, Sago, Salep, Checalate, 
Rice, Millet, &c. beſides which, if the Gleet 
proceed merely from Relaxation the Patient 
may alſo eat Meats well roafted, and mode- 
rately ſeaſoned, and likewiſe be indulged in 2 
moderate Uſe of red Wien.. 
But if an Acrinomy prevail in the Humours,

Uſe of. A ſoftening Diet is univerſally proper 
in all Kinds of Acrimony, ſuch as Fees, and 


If the like mentioned above; to which may be 


added the white and young Meats, and alſo 
_—_— als: For all theſe are not 
only eaſy of Digeſtion, and convey good and 
ſubſtantial Nouriſhment to the Body; but 


the Smoothneſs of their Parts are well adapte 


to ſoften Acrimony of any Kind. By 2 


correfting Diet is meant ſuch an one as is oppo- 


ite to the particular Species of. Acrimony, 
that prevails. in the Juices. Thus if the Acri- 
mony ſhould be of the aceſcent Kind it muſt 
be corrected. by alkaleſcent Diet: Bur as this is 
ſeldom the Cafe with regard to animal Fluids, 
fo an alkaleſcent Diet is ſeldom ordered with 
this View. On the contrary, in the bilious, 
and ſcorbutic Acrimonies acids and ſub- acids, 
ſuch as Oranges, Lemons, Apples and the 
like are much commended. But this perhaps 
may ſem foreign. to the Purpoſe, Diſtinctions

Practice, tho? often of great Conſequence in 
the Cure of Diſeaſes.  _ ._ | 
To. proceed therefore to that Part of the 
Cure, which depends on medicinal Preſcription. 
Here the Materials are almoſt infinite; I ſhall 
however only ſelect ſuch of them as are ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer. the Intentions of Cure. Theſe 
may be all comprehended under three Heads, 
Balſamicks,' Aftringents, and Eqdulcorants. As 
to Evacuants, they are never. eſſentially neceſ- 
fary to this Cure, though they may ſometimes 
accidentally be called in. I ſhall not ſpend 
much Time in deſcribing the mechanical Ope- 
ration of the ſeveral Medicines to be propoſed ; | 
but ſhall content myſelf with giving a Lift of 
ſuch of them as are uſually met with in Prac- 
tice: To which I ſhall ſubjoin a Form or two 
of Preſcription by way of Example. | . 
Jo begin then with the balſamic Tribe. Of ' 
this the moſt common are the Venice, and 
Chia Turpentines; the Balſams of Copaiba, 
Peru, Tolu, and Gilead; the Gums Arabic, 
Tragacanth. &c. likewiſe the Species Diatraga 
canthi frigidæ, which as well as many other 
Medicines of this Claſs, not only ſtrengthjen 
the Veſſels, but defend them againſt the Irrita- Mt 
tions of acrimonious Salts. - With eme, or _ 
other of theſe the Cure of a Gleet, from what 
Cauſe ſo ever it proceeds, ſhould be always 
begun; for t we may poſſibly be obliged 
to have recourſe to Aſtringents, or ſome other 
Means at laſt : yet it ſometimes happens that a 
recent Gleet is happily cured by Medicines of 
this Tribe; and in ſuch Caſes it is always look- 
ed upon, as the ſafeſt Way. The r

they do not ſeem to have any thing to do with 
the Cure, and are much better omitted. But 
to proceed: 

If the Gleet ſhould prove obſtinate, and not 
_— to balſamic Medicines, we muſt next have 
| Recourſe to Aftringents, always beginning with 
the mildeſt firſt; fuch as Olibanum, Maſtic, 
Dragon's Blood, &c. Coral, French Bole, pre- 
pared Amber, Japan Earth, and the like; all 
which may be given either in Pills, Boluſſes, 
Electuaries, or Potions. But Zheſe, and the 
Medicines of the preceding Claſs are common

The Elixir of Vitriol may be taken from 
fiftcen to twenty Drops at a Time, in a Glaſs

But to all theſe we muſt not forget to add 
the Uſe of the cold Bath, without which all

IJ. I had almoſt forgot to mention the Uſe of 
TT 3X afringent Injeftions: And perhaps I ſhould 
eaſily have been pardoned, if I had done fo; 
for it is lately become a Faſhion univerſally to 
2X condemn their Uſe, and to aſcribe very ſtrange 
Effects to them. It is ſaid, that thoſe Obſtruc- 
tions that ſometimes happen in the Urethra in 
Men, and are called Caruncles, are owing to 
their Uſe. Whether theſe Caruncles are Car- 
naſities, or only the callous Cicatrices of Ulcers 
I that have formerly exiſted there, is not my 
* Buſineſs to diſpute. But if they are Carnofities, 
I cannot conceive how aſftringent Injections 
ſhould ever occaſion them; and if they are 
Cicatrices, they are no Objection to the Uſe of 
this Remedy in the Species of Gleet we are 
now ſpeaking of : I ſhall therefore venture to 
give a Form of them.

that as this Acrimomy may poſſibly have ren- 
dered the ſeminal Veſicles, and other Parts a 
little inflamed, it will be proper frft of all to 
endeavour to remove this; in order to which, 
it there be any Signs of Inflammation, it is ad- 

viſeable 


guns with, a mild one, ard proceeding gra- 
ually to ſuch as are ſtronger, till we have ar- 
rived to a proper Degree of Strength, always 
retiring when they occaſion much Pain; for 
then they not only by their Irritation increaſe 
the Running greatly, but may even excoriate 
and lay the Foundation for future Ulcers. 
Nevertheleſs once uſing an Injection a little tuo 
ſharp (as it can never be much ſo, if we pro- 
ceed in this gradual Way) can hardly occaſion 
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vuiſeable to bleed the Patient once or twice; 
by which Means Aſtruc aſſures us, he has ſeen 


more than one recent Gleet happily cured. Af- 


ter Bleeding, two or three Doſes of Salts and 
Manna repeated at proper Intervals may alſo 
be very ſerviceable. In the mean Time the 
leſs Heating Balſamicks and Aſtringents, ſuch as 

the Gum arabic, Tragacunth, &c. likewiſe pre- 
pared Amber, French Bole, Terra japonica, Dra- 
gons Blood, Alum, &c. ought not to be omitted. 

When we are fatisfied that the Inflammation 


is cured, we may then more particularly apply 


ourſelves to correcting the Acrimony. For this 
Purpoſe we ſhould conſider the particular Species 
of it, and be very attentive to the general State. 
of the Solids. Thus if it be a btlhous Acrimony, 
which is commonly attended with foo tenſe 
Fibres, Chalybiates, Aromaticks, and, in ſhort; 
every Thing that is capable of heating the Blood, 
and ſtimulating the Veſſels muſt be - avoided ; 
becauſe this kind of Acrimony would be in- 
creaſed by them. Nor is indeed a to rigid 


State of the Solids in general inconſiſtent with 


the Cauſe of this Species of Gleet; ſince it is 
notwithſtanding very poſſible for the ſeminal 
Veſſels in particular to be relaxed at the ſame 
time. This then being the Caſe, Elixir of Vi- 
triol, Juice of Oranges and Lemons, vitriolated 
Tartar, Nitre andthe like are proper Remedies; 


as they are likewiſe in the hot ſcorbutic Acri- 


mony; for though they brace the Fibres, they 
nevertheleſs moderate the Motion of the Blood, 
and are moreover the proper Oppaſites to theſe 
kinds of Acrimony, which are of an alkaleſcent 
Nature; as muſt be always the Caſe, when the 
Veſſels are over tenſe, and the Circulation too 


nbi. But 
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But if on the other hand, the Acrimony be 
attended with a too great Laxity of the Solids 
in general, let it be of what kind it will, whe- 
ther alkaleſcent, aceſcent, ſcorbutic, or ſcrophulous, 
Chalybiates are not only to be permitted, but 
recommended; becauſe in this Caſe the Circu- 
lation being too languid, the Chyle is not ſuf- 
ficiently aſſimilated, and therefore 88 
in ſome meaſure, of that Acrimony which the 
Aliments would produce by a ſpontaneous Fer- 
mentation: And the Way to prevent, or cure 
this muſt certainly be by giving ſuch a Degree 


of Tenſity to the Veſſels, as to enable them to 


act with ſufficient Vigour on their contained 
Filnids ; for which Purpoſe there is nothing ex- 
cels the aſtringent Preparations of Steel, and 
the chalybiate Waters. But beſides theſe, in 
the ſcorbutick Acrimony, the Decoctions of Chi- 
za, Sarſaparilla, Saſſafras, &c. the Ag. benedicf. 
bateana, the anti-ſcorbutic Fuices properly cho- 
ſen, Ætbiops Mineral, Mercury zated, &c. 
are Remedies uſually preſcribed: As they are 
likewiſe, when the Caſe is judged to be ſcropbu- 


_ tous; to which may be added burnt Sponge, the 


Decoction of Elm Bark, and other Things not 
neceſſary to be mentioned here. The teſta-

It has been obſerved in the preceding Part 


of this Diſcourſe, that Mercurials are frequently 


the Cauſe of Gleets proceeding from Relaxation 
but — be underſtood of them when they 
are given in large Doſes, for in ſmall Doſes they 


are not only ſafe, but the beſt Sweeteners in 


moſt Kinds of Acrimony, eſpecially the ſcor- 
butick or ſcrophulous, of any Medicines what- 
. | : Ever . 
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ever. They ſhould, however, be forborne when 
there are any Signs of Inflammation. 

Having conſidered. the firſt Species of the 
Venereal Gleet, with regard to its Cauſes, Signs,, 
and Method of Cure; let us conſider the ſecond 
Species in the ſame Manner; namely, that which 
proceeds from 

. ULCERS. | 

And firſt, with regard to their Situation, — 


In Men, they are ſituated indifferently in any 


Part of the Urethra; and often on the Veru- 
mcntanum particularly; In Women likewiſe, 
they are ſituated indifferently in any Part of 
the Vagina, but are ofteneſt found about the 
Lacunæ, and the Emiſſaries of the Cowper* 
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I ſhall not enter into any Diſpute concerning | 
the Poſſibility of their continuing after the 


* Virulency of the Clap is carried off; but taking 
this for granted, as I do not find it abſolutely 
denied by any Body, I ſhall proceed to mention 


what other Accidents may poſſibly . hinder the 
healing of them, And thele are firſt à Caca- 


chymy ; ſecondly ſome local Indiſpoſition. 


As to the Cacoc it may conſiſt either in 
an acrimonious, a viſcid, or elſe a phlegmatick 
and watery State of Blood. The Acrimony may 
be of ſeveral Kinds, as was obſerved before; 
and as this is ſufficiently known to be an Ob- 
ſtacle to the healing, and even the Cauſe of 


Ulcers in other Parts of the Body, it is no 


Wonder that it ſhould be able to hinder Ulcers 
in the Urethra or Vagina from healing, after 
they have been formed already by the venereal 
Venom. And that a viſcid State of Blood may 
alſo hinder Ulcers in theſe Parts from healing,

Now this Viſcidity may be of tuo Kinds, the 


increaſing, and they becoming daily leſs able to 


that YViſcidity and Acrimony muſt ——

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one Inflammatory, and owing to too great Heat 
and Motion in the Blood, occaſioned by over-

ſo in theſe the Edges of the Ulcers may 
eaſily be inflamed and rendered callous; and 
how far either of theſe is conſiſtent with a 
Healing Diſpoſition every one knows. The 
other Kind of Viſcidity, which may be called 
the cold, is owing to weakened and — Veſ- 
fſels, The aur Kind conſiſts in the craſſa- 

'mentous Part Blood, as appears from 
the Inſpection of i after bleeding i in inflamma- 
tory Diſorders, but this in the ſerous only, 
which is not ſufficiently broken and commi- 2 
nuted, by Reaſon of this languid Action of the 
Veſſels. And of this the phlegmatic and wa-

{pontaneous Fermentation. Upon the Whole, 
indeed, one can hardly conceive any Species ot 
'Cacochymy, but what may have an Acrimom of 
ſome ſort or other joined with it: And this, 
perhaps, has a greater Share in hindering Ulcers 
trom healing, than any other Indiſpoſition of 
the Juices beſides. X 
The local Indiſpoſitions that are obſtructive 
of the healing of Ulcers, are Inflammation, Cal- 
lofity, Sinwofity, and fungous Excreſcences; all 
which in a great meaſure depend on the prevail- 
ing Cacochymy. Thus the inflammatory Yiſcidity, 
together with the Acrimony joined with it, 
roduces an Inflammation of the Edges: of the 
lcers; and this continued for any Time cauſes 
them at laſt to become callous. Again, the 
cold Viſcidity, as it diſpoſes the Juices to 
form Obſtructions, but not ſo readily Inflan- 
mations, or Abſceſſes, may eaſily occaſion a 
ſchirrbous Enlargement of ſome of the urethral 
or vaginal Glands. This indeed does not ſup- 
poſe the Exiſtence of any Ulcer ; but fyngous 
Excreſcencet always do; which may be owing, 
if not to Viſcidity, at leaſt to the Relaxation of 
the Veſſels, from whence proceeds this Species 
of it.— As to Sinug/ity, this muſt be the Effect 
of ſome preceding Abſceſs: An Accident that 
is known to happen ſometimes in the In- 
flammatory State- of a Clap, it proper Means 
have not been uſed to prevent it. Now any of 
theſe is alone ſufficient to hinder Ulcers from 
healing, and make them continue gleeting, 
even after the venereal Poiſon is thoroughly 
corrected.

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But to proceed to the Symptoms of this Species 

of Gleet. Theſe are ſufficiently different from 
thoſe that happen, when the Caſe proceeds from 
Relaxation,—And in the firſt Place with — 
to the Matter evacuated; for whereas, in 
former Caſe, it is always Seminal, that is, 4 — 
pure Seed, or elſe the Liquors of the Proſtate, 
or Cowper's Glands ; in this being ſupplied from 
—— it muſt neceſſarily be . ichorous, 

or purulent, according to the different States 
of the Ulcers, Thus, if they happen to be 


foul and indigeſted, the Running will be ich- 


rous, thin, brown, yellow, and now and then 
tinged with Blood, eſpecially after any Debauch : 
On the other Hand, if they are clean and well 
digeſted, the Running will be white and thick; 
but it will always leave a yellow Stain u 
Linen, and/ never roap, as the Diſcharge of 
pure Seed does. 

Moreover, as we can hardly ſuppoſe an Ulcer 
or Ulcers without ſome Degree of Pain, at one 
Time or another; ſo the Patient in hi; Species 
of Gleet is ſometimes ſenſible of a Smarting in 
the Urethra, or Vagina, which is more particu- 


larly perceived, when the Urine paſſes over it, 
and upon any conſiderable Change of Weather, 1 

but eſpecially after hard Drinking: Aud this 
being felt in making Water, is that Dyſury, 


which I formerly hinted at, as being different 
from what accompanies the virulent State of a 
Cap. They ſeem diſtiniſnable from each other 
in this A ras That which happens in a Clap 
is owing to an Inflammation, and probably an 
Excoriation of great Part, of the. Urethra in 
Men, and the Vagina and Pudendum in — 
which are * and irritated by the Salts . 
t 
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3 the Urine: And accordingly through the firſt 
J Senſation in Men is uſually perceived at the Ori- 
fie of the Penis; yet the Pain afterwards extends 
even to the Perinzum; and in Women likewiſe 
it is much more general, that what happens in 
= the preſent Caſe; for here the Pain being cauſed 
by the Ur paſſing over the Ulcer, is always 
perceived at ſome particular Part of the Ure- 
thra or Vagina only, either higher, or lower, 
Juſt as the Ulcer happens to be ſituated, and 
the Patient commonly points to it.— This Pain 
in making Water ruſt be more, or leſs acute, 
according as the Ulcer is more or leſs inflamed, 
or the Urine more or leſs loaded with acrimo- 
nious Salts, But if the Ulcer, os Ulcers be con- 
ſiderably inflamed, there will be not only a 
Dy/ury, but a conſtant Heat and Pricking in 
the Part likewiſe, together with ſome Pain in 
Erection. | 
But beſides Inflammation theſe Ulcers are 
alſo liable to. Funguſſes, Callo/ity, and Sinuoſity; 
of which the firſt are to be diſcovered, by the 
3 Difficulty and divided Stream of Urine; or by 
introducing a ſmall Y/ax-Candle, and examining 
carefully along the Urethra.—It is alſo pre- 
tended,” that Callofity may be. diſcovered by 
Means of the Candle : But then this muſt be 
the Callaſity of ſome Gland, and not 
that which uſually affects the Edges of Ulters ; 
for this can be known by Conjecture only; 
= namely, by conſidering how long the Ulcers 
have continued in an inflamed State; and this 
Way perhaps we may be enabled to give a 
pretty ſhrewd Gueſs; for as in external Ulcers,

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at length become callous, ſo in all Probability 
will thoſe of Ulcers in theſe Parts likewlle. 


As to Sinuoſity, it is almoſt impoſlible ta. 


diſcover it here, unleſs we may judge ſome 
very plentiful ichorous and purulent Gleets, 
which obſtinateſy reſiſt alt Methods of Cure, 
and being ſtopped for a Day or two by afrin- 
gent Jnjections, return again ſuddenly, and in 
vaſt Quantities; the Matter perhaps having 
been collected in this Time, fo as to force open 


the ſoddered Breach : Unleſs, I fay, we may 


Ju ſuch Glaets as theſe to proceed from 
. fituous Ulcers in the ſeminal Veſicles, proſtate, 


or Cowper's Glands. And indeed as theſe Parts 


are frequently the Seat of a Clap, and ſome- 
times undoubtedly ſuppurate, this really ſeems 
'to be ſometimes the Cafe. 2 | 
With regard to the Quantity of Diſcharge 
in the Species of Gleet we are now conſidering, 
it is uſually very ſmall, except in the Caſe juſt 
mentioned, or when the Ulcer happens to be 
ſituated on the Verumontanum or the Cowper”s 


Glands ; when the Diſcharge is not only very 


conſiderable, but the Smell of it is often very 
offenſive.— Theſe are the Symptoms of Gleets 
proceeding from Ulcers, which it may be ob- 
ſerved are very different from thoſe of the for: 
mer Species; but both of theſe being taken to- 
gether, comprehend all that are ever to be 
with in this Diſorder. | 401 
We come now to the prognoſtict Signs. In 
general then Gleets proceeding from Ulcers are 
rather troubleſome than dangerous; the Diſ- 
charge ſcarce ever being ſo great, as to weaken 
the Patient or injure the Conſtitution.— They 


are, however, frequently very difficult to cure:

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eſpecially if the Cacochymy happen to be babitual, 
For much rooted; or if the Ulcers are callous, or 
nuch inflamed. And if the large Glands ſhould 
happen to be /inuous, they may eaſily degene-

vwith great Difficulty. But it an Ulcer ſhould 
have quite deſtroyed the Verumontanum, which 
is ſuppoſed to ſerve as a Valve to the excretory 
# Dutts of the ſeminal Veſicles, and proſtate Gland, 
T *cwill be a great Chance, but an incurable 
EX Gleeting of their Contents will remain for ever 
after. | | 
The Cure of Gleets proceeding from Ulcers 
is partly medical and partly chirurgical. With 
regard to the medical Cure, it is to be obſer- 
ved that 25h¹8 Gleet, as well as the former is often 
IF cured in the Beginning by :Medicines of the 
terebinthinate and balſamic Tribe; and there- 
$ fore the Cure ſhould be undoubtedly attempted 
= * firſt of all by ſome or other of theſe : But it 
theſe ſhould fail of Succeſs, what remains con- 
*X ſiſts in removing the Cacochymy, or Dyſcraſy of 
the Juices; in order to which, the particular 
X Species of it muſt be firſt determined. Let us 
2X ſuppoſe then the Juices to be too acrimonious, 
and the Acrimony to be either 6:{:ous, ſcorbutick, 
or ſcropbulous; the Method of Cure proper and 
peculiar to each of theſe has been 4 0s de- 
ſcribed... -. : 

It may not be amiſs however, as Mercurials 
have yet been but lightly taken Notice of, to 
ſay ſomething further concerning the Uſe f 
them in this Place. Here, therefore, we m 
obſerve, that; whether they act by their Veight 
only, or by ſome unknown ſperifick Quality,

Phyfick is acquainted with. Nor can I help | 
thinking, that in theſe Diſorders they are fre- 

uently diſcontinued too ſoon, whilſt the A. 
ence of Virulency i is made the conſtant Rule for | 
fo doing; for it is well known, they are often- 
times as neceſſary to correct ſeveral other kinds | 


of Acrimony, as they are hat of the venereal 
Virus itſelf; and in the ſcorbutick,and ſcropbu- 
tous, the Acrimonies moſt commonly met with, 
it often happens that little/ good can be done 
| without them. When therefore either of theſe 


is ſuſpected to be the Caſe, Mercurials ſhould | 


be given at proper Intervals, along with the 
Uſe of other Edulcorants; ſuch as the Decoc- 
tions of China, Sarſa, and the like. 

The Preparations of Mercury moſt in Uſe 
for this Purpoſe are Calomel, and the præcipi- 
tate per ſe; both which anſwer our Expecta- 


tions much better when they do not paſs | 
off by Stool; and for this Reaſon they ſhould |} 


be given in final] Doſes, as they may generally 


ſpeaking be fo given for ſome Time without ; 


griping the Patient in the leaſt. But if not- 
withſtanding this Precaution, they ſhould ſtill 
be inclined & to = off this Way, Opium, or 
Camphire ſhould: be mixed with them. They

„and may perhaps ſeem bold in me 
to —— the Uſe of Mercury in the Cura 
of a Diſorder, in which it has hitherto been 
univ condemned : But I am 
whoever conſiders the Reaſon of the Thi 
without Prejudice, will be ſufficiently con 
of the Ukfalneb of it; and I believe I — 

appeal to the Experience of m „as a further 
Proof in its behalf. For myſe at leaſt I can 
e that I have met with more In- 
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ances than one, wherein the Cure has been at 
laſt effected by ſome mercurial Alterative, and | 
that in a ſhort Time; after the Diſorder had 
been treated as a Relaxation by all the Salſamic 
and aftriugent Means that could be thought of | 
for ſome Months, without Succeſs. 
But how uſeful ſoever this Remedy may be, 
it cannot always be given with Safety; for if 
it ſhould be given in plethorick Habits, without 
Bleeding being firſt premiſed, the ſame Dan- 
gers would be incurred, as from the Uſe of 
 Chalybiates under the ſame Circumſtance ; and 
that for the ſame Reaſon; namely, the addi- | 
tional Plentitude from the Rarefaction of the 
Blood. Again, an inflammatory Diſpoſition of | 
Blood renders the Uſe of Mercurials improper ; | 
for as they accelerate the Motion of the Blood, 
this muſt neceſſarily be increaſed by them. 
Another Objection to their Uſe is a phlegmatick ? 
and watery Blood, in which\ the Serum bears 
too great a Proportion to the- Craſſament; for 
ſuch a State of Blood may even be occaſioned 
(a) by the Uſe of Mercury. But moreover it | 
fometimes happens, that though there be no | 
apparent Objection, there is nevertheleſs a ſe- 
cret kind of Antipathy, as it were, in the 
Conſtitution to the Uſe of this Remedy; which 
can only be known by having made Trial of 
it, and finding that the Pain and other Symp- 2 
toms are aggravated by it. And this is a Cir- 
cumſtance very neceſſary to be attended to; 
for if in ſuch Caſe we ſhould obſtinately perſiſt 
in giving Mercury, we ſhould be fo far from 
curing the Diſorder, that we ſhould only ren- | 
der it the more untractable.

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But to proceed to the Cure of the viſcid States 
of Blood: And firſt the Inflammatory, which 
may be d at from'the hardneſs, \and fre- 
quency of the Pulſe, together with other Symp- 
-toms proper to inflammatory Diſorders. . Here 
every Thing that heats and ſtimulates as well in 
Regimen, as Medicine ought to be avoided : On 
the contrary a cooling and attenuatingDiet, toge- 
ther with a ſuitable Obſervance of the otherNon- 
naturals, ought to be inſiſted on. —The proper 
Medicines in this Caſe, Bleeding being premiſed 
and repeated occaſionally, are Manna, Glauber”s 
Salt, Cream of Tartar, Nitre and the like. 
The Cure of the cold Viſcidity is next to be 
conſidered ; which as it is owing to a quite 
different State of the Solids, is denoted by 
Symptoms different alſo; ſuch as a /angh;a 
Pulſe, a paliſh Countenance, and other Symp- 
toms of the like Kind. Here therefore what- 
ever tends to increaſe the Relaxation of the 
Solids muſt carefully be avoided ; and cn the 
contrary whatever is capable of bracixg the 
Veſſels, and cauſing them to act more vigour- 
ouſly on the contained Blood, by which the 
vi ſcid Cohæſions may be broken, will be proper, 
and ought to be recommended in this-Ca{ , 
ſuch as gentle Exerciſe, the chalybiate Waters, 
&c. together with t uvien-Bark and warm 
Stomach Bitters. But to-thelſe, bleeding in pie- 
thorick Habits ſhould be premiſed; and if the 
Stomach be foul a Vomit of Hecacuana: * After 
which a Doſe, or two of Rhubarb may be fur- 
ther proper, in order to- cleanſe the Mouths 
the lacteal Veſſels. 1 as 
As to thie Cure of the laſt Species of Cace- 
chymy, namely the phlegmatic and watery: Blood; 
| F this 
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this is in general the ſame, as that of the cold 
Viſcidity, of which it is the Degeneration: 
Only Bleeding here muſt be entirely omitted; 
becauſe by diminiſhing the Quantity of red- 
Blood, which is too little already, the ſerous and 
«vatery Parts muſt neceſſarily be increaſed by it. 
But though Bleeding be improper, Purging is 
ber Ont contrary it is oftener to be repeated 
hete; than in the former Caſe; as its Delign is 
not to cleanſe the firſt Paſſages only, but alſo 
to diminiſh the abundant Quantity of watery 
Humours.—Thus much ſeemed neceſſary to 
be taken Notice of with regard to the Cure of 
the vi/cid and watery ſtates ot Blood, as they are 
Species of a Cachochymy, and are known to be 
obſtructive of the Cure of Ulcers in other Parts. 
But upon the whole, as Acrimony ſeems to 
have the greateſt Share in hindering Ulcers !' 
from healing, (ſince there is ſcarce any Species 
of Cacochymy, but what may be attended with 
it, in ſome kind, or degree or other;) this 
ought to bemore particularly attended to in the 
Cure of them: And on this Account Edulcorants 
ſuited to the particular Caſe, ought always to 
accompany the Uſe of the other Remedies. But 
this may ſuffice for the medical Part of the Cure. 
We ccme now to conſider the Chirurgical 
Part of it; which conſiſts fff in the Uſe of 
Injections; ſecondly in the Uſe of medicated 
Candles. Of Injections conſidered as Aſtringents 
I have {ſpoken already; it remains here to ſay 
ſomething of them as calculated to anſwer | 
ſome other Intentions, ſuch as cooling, eaſing of | 
Pain, cleanſing, and drying. 3 
And frft, as the Ulcer that occaſions the 
Gleet, may happen to be inflamed, it will 85 
E | necel- 
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neceſſary to remove this Inflammation, beſore 
the Ulcer can be diſpoſed to heal. In order to 
which, Bleeding, Sc. being premiſed, diſcutient 
and cooling Injections are very proper. Indeed, 
whatever diſcuſſes cools in Conſequence; for 
which Reaſon, warm Mil- with Elder Flowers 
boiled in it, and in general any Decoction of 
the emollient Herbs, ſuch as Mallows, Marſh- 
mallotos n and the like, are very proper Injec- 


tions in this Caſe. Likewiſe an Injection of 


the troches. alb. rhas. with white Vitriol, or 


ſach. ſaturn. diſſolved in Roſe, or Plantain Water 


may be uſeful here, as well as 2 Co!lyrium made 
of them is in Inflammations of the Eyes; but 
then bleeding and the Uſe of emollient Injec- 
tions ſhould always have gone before. 

Secondly, as Pain is another Symptom at- 
tendant' on theſe Ulcers, this, if conſiderable 
indicates the Uſe of anodine Injections. The 
Pain I here ſpeak of 7s not that which accom- 
panies an 1»flammation, and is the proper Symp- 
tom of it, namely a throbbing Pain, attended 
with Heat, and occaſioned by an Obſtruction ot 
the Blood in the Veſſels of the Part affected; 
but a pricking launcing Pain, occaſioned by 
acrid Particles coming into immediate Contact 
with the naked Nerves in the Ulcer. All ſuch 
Things therefore will be Anodine in this Caſe, 
as are. capable of enveloping the acrid 
Particles; for which Reathn, all emollient 
and mucilaginous Subſtances afford proper Mat- 
ter for Injections here; ſuch as Lin-ſeed, 
Quince- ſceds, Marſhmalloww Roots, Gum Arabic, 
and the like.— All which are likewiſe proper in 
caſe of Callaſity. But in theſe Caſes, as well 
as the former, they ſhould be always uſed 

warm; 
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warm; becauſe Warmth adds greatly to their 
Efficacy. 
* Laſtly ;— As to the two other. mas 
namely, cleanſing and drying, they are uſually 
anſwered together; for the common Injection 
made of the troch. alb. rhas. and ſacch. Saturni 
or white Vitricl, (which have exactly the - ſame 
Effect) is both cleanſing and drying at the lame 
Time. 
Jome inſtead of this Injection have contri- 
ved to throw up Calomel; . others have uſed 
Roman Vitriol, Verdigreaſe, and even the white 
Sublimate; thinking that theſe cleanſe better: 
but in reality there does not. ſeem any great 
Difference in their Effects: Nor do any of 
them occaſion ſuch terrible Diſturbance as 1s 
talked of; unleſs when they are uſed in too 
great a Proportion; or at an improper Seaſon; 
namely; whilſt the Ulcer is yet inflamed, or the 
Urethra otherways heated or excoriated :- On 
which Account it is they do ſo much Miſchief 
in the virulent State of a Clap; though 
even here, after proper Evacuation and cooling, 
I have known. an Injection, wherein Yerdigreaſe 
was the chief Ingredient, ſuccesfully made 
uſe of by a Phyfician of great Learning and 
Judgment. 
However, as a great deal of Cenſure may 
be incurred from the Uſe of them, and as they 
do not ſeem to procure any ſuperior Advantage,” 
worth: hazarding one's Reputation for; it is 
more adviſeable to ſtick tothe Uſe of Saccharum 
Saturni, and the «white Vitriol only; which 
being more commonly uſed in Practice, are 
therefore more - defenſible, and conſequently 
what every..prulcat Man 'wauld rather chuſe 
to 
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make uſe of. And indeed, it it not more nes, 
ceſſary to be upon one's Guard in any de 
Point of Practice, than in the Uſe of Ijec- 
tions in theſe Caſes; for, as there is always a 
Set of Men in the World who fancy they 
advance their own Reputation, whilſt 22 
are endeavouring to depretiate that Kaden 
Neighbours; ſo there is nothing affords 
| Th a more ſpecious Pretence for 10. doingy 
chan this does. Accordingly whenever the 
Opportunity offers itſelf, they fail not to diſ- 
IF approve, and condemn in others a Practice, 
that they are often obliged to comply with 
themſelves, unleſs they will be contented fairly 
to abandon their Patients. And. they are the 
more encouraged to purſue this . — be- 
¶ cauſe in Caſes of this Nature, the Perſon whole, 
Character they make free with, can never hope 
for an Opportunity of ublickly vindicating 
Ihimſelf from their Aſperſions. But this 1 is too 
I diſagreeable a Topic to to dell longer on. 
3 To proceed therefore to the Ule of av Fry 
Candles. Theſe have a long Time been conſider- 
ed as the only Means of curing thoſe Obſtructi- 
ons, commonly called Caruncles, that ſometimes 
happen in the Urethra in Men, and were for a 
ong Time ſuppoſed to be carnoſe Exceſcences 3, 
but by frequent anatomical Examinations are at 
Nength diſcovered to be for the moſt Part only, 
he puckered'Cicatrices of Ulcers that formerly 
xiſted there: Buttho' they were uſed againſt 
hele, they were never thought of as a proper 
Application to Ulcers in this Part, till Mr. 
Daran firſt uſed them for this Purpoſe himſelf, 
and ſince communicated their Uſe to the 
orld; for which, indeed, we are much _ 
n 
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den to him; as we are hereby furniſhed with the 
Means of curing within the Space of a Month 
or ſix Weeks, Diſorders, that not giving Way 
to Injections, or other Remedies, frequently con- 
tinued for a Year or longer together uncured. © 
Whether or not there be any Thing particu- 
larly efficacious in the Compoſition of his Can- 
dles, is a Diſpute I am not diſpoſed to enter into. 
There is one Thing however which he aſſerts 
with regard to their Operation, which I can 
by no Means be induced to give Credit to; that 
is that the Diſcharge procured by them is ſup- 
plied from the Ulcers only. What Truth there 
may be in this, when the Urethra has beenſome 
time uſed to the Application, and ceaſes any 
longer to be irritated by it, I cannot at preſent 
determine: But as the Wearing of any Candle in 
the Urethra is at firſt attended with great Pain, 
I am ſtrongly inclined to think, that the S/1mn- 3 
_ tus of this muſt greatly increaſe the Secretion Þ 
made by the lacunar Glands ; and that the firſt ? 
Diſcharge proceeds more from them, than the 
Ulcers. - And this is likewiſe the Opinion of 
Mr. Sharp, whoſe Account oſ the Operation 
of the Candle or Bougie, is much more fatis- 
factory, than any Thing that has ever been ſaid 
on this Subject. | 
He ſuppoſes their Operation with regard to 
the Cure of Ulcers to be nearly the ſame with © 
that of external Applications, on thoſe of other | 
Parts of the Body; which if they be not conti- 
nued till the Sore is quite healed, either a Fungus 
or elſe a Scab will ſometimes form. But, as he 
well obſerves, the moſt parallel Caſe to Ulcers in 
the Urethra, are the little ragged Ulcers about | 


the Verge of the Anus, which are not readih | 
) to] 
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to be cured, but by little Dofſils laid in cloſe be- 
fa teen their Edges, ſo as to fall into Contact with 
h every Point of the Ulcer. 
| He adds that he made choice of this Inſtance 
i- 8 for Illuſtration, (becauſe as the Surface of the 


Urethra is every where concave, he does not think 
it improbable, that it may ſometimss collapſe, and 
by that Means occafion one Part of the Ulcer to 
rub againſt another, reſembling in ſome Degree 
the State of thoſe Fiſſures in the Anus. 

Suppoſing then this, and this only to be the 
Caſe, any Candle diſtending the Urethra, and 
preventing the Corrugation of the Ulcer, will 
put it into a Diſpoſition of healing. But if 
they are ſo contrived, as to, _ a good 
Quantity of Quick-fibver in their Compoſition, 
this will render them more univerſally efficaci- 
ous; Diſtenſion alone being not always theThing 
required; but ſometimes the Acrimony of the 
Humours in the Ulcer is to be corrected ; at 
others its callous Edges require to be diflolved : 
for both which Purpoſes Mercury is the only 
Remedy to be depended on. And as the crude 
Mercury is leſs ſtimulating, than any of its 
chymical Pyeparations, this therefore is to be 
preferred to any of them. 

Further he obſerves that the Action of a 
Candle on Funguſſes is partly Compreſſion and 
partly Suppuration, but that it is a Queſtion 
whether by the latter alone the Cure conld be ſo 
ſpeedily effected. | 

Thus we ſee after what Manner bis Ap- 
| plication may diſpoſe Ulcers in the Urethra to 
heal, and N r how they may aſſiſt in 
curing Gleets from this Cauſe. Upon the 
whole, however, it ſeems neceſſary to add 7his 
| Caution, 
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Caution, that they ſhould never be introduced 


whilſt the Ulcers are in a State of Inflammation; 
becauſe this muſt neceſfarily be increaſed by 


the Irritation occaſioned by them. 


I have faid nothing of the Manner of prepa- 
ring them, and the ſeveral Materials of which | 5 
they may be compoſed, this being already done 
by Mr. Sharp; who in his critical wn ry 5 


into the Preſent State of Surgery, amon 


many other Points equally momentous, has 
fully examined, and clearly diſcuſſed all that 
can be ſaid concerning either the Operation or 
Compoſition of theſe Candles. I cannot there- 
fore do better, than refer the Reader to the 
Peruſal of his Book, where he will be ſure to 
meet with all the Satisfaction, the Nature f 


the Thing will admit of. 


Having now conſidered the two firſt Species q 
of Venereal Gleet diſtinctly and ſeparately from 
each other; it remains in the laſt Place to ſay 2 


ſomething concerning the 
MIAT SPECIES. 


It is but little however that need be ſaid on 
this Head; for as it proceeds from a Conjunc- 3 
tion of both Cauſes, viz. Relaxation and Ulcers, * 
it muſt neceſſarily be attended with a Compli- 


cation of ſome or other of the Symptoms pecu- 
liar to each of theſe; which as they have been 


already 'delivered in the preceding Pages, it 


will be needleſs to repeat here.— The Prog- 
noſticks likewiſe may be eaſily underſtood from 
what has keen already ſaid: * may alſo the 
Aethod of Cure; which conſiſts intirely in a | 


rudent Choice, and Mixture of ſuch Reme- 
dies, as have been given under the Cure of 


each of the former Species of Gleet, and do 
not 
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not claſh or interfere with one another. To 
inſtance theſe would be tedious, as well as uſe- 
leſs; ſince it would in a good Meaſure be re- 
peating what has been ſaid before; and would 
in Effect be doing nothing but what every 
one's own Judgment will be ſufficient for. 

I ſhall N 4 t a Period to this Diſ- 
courſe; in which I have endeavoured to 
point out the Diſtinction between the two 
Cauſes of the venereal Gleet, viz. Relaxation 
and Ulcers; a Diſtinction that appears to me 
not leſs neceſſary in Practice, than it is uſeful 
in Speculation; for as without it, it is impoſſi- 


F ble to'account for many Appearances, that are 


frequently to be met with in this Diſorder; fo 
whilſt we erroneouſly imagine it always to be 
the Effect of one and the ſame Cauſe, our En- 
deavours to cure will be at beſt but precarious, 
and frequently unſucceſsful : On the contrary, 


F when once we have ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed 
I the Cauſe, and adapted a Method of Cure pro- 


per to it ; we ſhall ſtand a much better Chance 


both of doing Service to our Patients, and 
Credit to ourſelves.
